them. 
U nfortunately, 
the d isea se 
is often overlooked in the first few 
days of its course. 
B ecause of th is 
the germ s of the m alady are spread 
by the victim to other children who 
com e In contact with him before h e 
is sen t home. 
For this reason, it Is ad v isable 
that th e ailm ent be recognized as 
soon as possible, so that b e la kept 
from o th e r child ren and all other 
p ro tectiv e 
m easu res 
m ay 
be 
en- i 
forced, 
lf this could he don e every 
time. we could confine th e d isease 
to one child. Instead of spreading 
it to o th er children In th e school 
and com m unity. 
Early recognition Insures rapid 
and com plete recovery.
